Senate Discusses 


Postal Rate Rise 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (P—A 
House committee today approved 
legislation that would give a big 
pay boost to most federal em- 
ployes. The Senate took up a bill 
to raise postal rates, with Demo- 
crats hoping to tack to it a postal 
pay raise. 

The wage and salary hikes be- 
ing considered on both sides of 
the Capitol went well beyond 
those recommended by the Eisen- 
hower administration. 

CLOSED DOORS 

Voting behind closed doors, the 
House Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice Committee approved separate 
bills giving pay raises averaging 
15 per cent for postal workers and 
11 per cent for Civil Service work- 
ers, the bills would add 969 mil- 
lion dollars a year to federal pay- 
roll costs. 

The bills are sponsored by Rep. 
Davis (D-Ga). 

The administration has pro- 


posed a 6 per cent increase for 
both categories of workers, with 
postal workers ticketed for addi- 
tional allowances that would bring 
their increases to 15 per cent in 
cases.

He estimated this extra penny 
on intercity mail would yield an 
additional 175 million dollars a 
year in revenue. He said this ex- 
tra money would be used to mod- 
ernize mail equipment.

This is the estimated cur- 
rent annual deficit of the Post 
Office Department.

Whiteside, who said he made 
“loans”’ totalling nearly $8,000 to 
Mack over the past seven years, 
gave the subcommittee more de- 
tails of his efforts to set Mack up 
in lucrative business back in Mi- 
ami. 

“CLEAR AND PLAIN” 
The chairman said the “facts” 


involving Mack and Whiteside are 
“very clear and plain it seems to 
me.’ But he added he was not 
‘‘prejuding”’ anyone. Later he ex- 
plained he was not limiting his 
criticism to Commissioner Mack 
or to the Miami lawyer. 

Whiteside, from the witness ta- 
ble, said he was confident he had 
not violated any law. Mack, who 
has denied any wrong doing, will 
be heard by the subcommittee 
later this week. 

Harris’ remarks were prompted 
by Whiteside’s testimony about 
his efforts to set Mack up in lucra- 
tive business in Miami.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., Feb. 25 ®—For 20 seconds today 


missiles climbed skyward, perched on a tail of yellow flame. 


Then suddenly it lost power, arched over and plunged toward 
the Atlantic Ocean. Just above the water it burst into orange 
flame and black smoke. 


This was the end of a test series composed of five air-breath- 
© ing Navaho missiles. Navaho production was halted last July by 
the rapid progress of ballistic missiles like the 5,000-mile Atlas. 

But the Air Force explained the Navaho had helped answer 
many of the flight problems faced by newer rocket weapons. 

The Navaho is composed of a booster rocket engine and a 
> ramjet engine. The rocket is fired first driving the missile up to 
supersonic speeds. Then the ramjet, which operates best at very 
high speeds, takes over. 

Since the ramjet burns its fuel with oxygen from the air, it is 
limited to operations within the atmosphere. 

The newer intercontinental ballistic missiles, carrying their 
own oxygen with them, can travel faster, leave the earth’s atmos- 
phere, entering again as they dive down toward their target.

Air Force Could Reach Moon This Year, 
Research Boss Says in Call for Go-Ahead

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—The 
research chief of the Air Force 
asked Congress today to hurry 
a program to send a rocket to 
the moon—lest the Russians do 
it first. 


He said the feat could be done 
this year if the Air Force got 
the go-ahead signal within the 
next few months. 

Lt. Gen. Donald L. Putt, in 
testimony before the House 
Armed Services Committee also 
emphasized the importance of 


‘being the first to establish a 


military base on the moon. 
And he took the unusual risk of 
forecasting the intentions of the 
Soviet Union to try four spectacu- 
lar satellite launchings, 
the next six months.

The initial guidance effort for 
a long-range ballistic missile is 
thus specially important. A 
weapon like the Atlas, designed 
for distances of 5,500 miles, would 
be guided during the first 500 
miles of flight. 

Joseph Statsinger, project man- 
ager in charge of guidance for 
the Titan intercontinental ballis- 
tic missile—commented on the 
guidance system of the Atlas 
during a jet age conference 
sponsored by the Air Force Assn. 

He revealed that the Atlas is 
the only one of the long-range 


‘ballistic missiles that does not 


have an inertial, or built-in, guid- 
ance system. 


SUBJECT TO JAMMING 


Thus, during the first stage of 
flight, it receives radio or other 
electronic directions from the 
ground. This link is subject to 
jamming by enemy radio, possibly 
tinkering by an amateur or ham 
radio operator. 

Statsinger said that experiments 
were being conducted now for 
installing inertail guidance sys- 
tems in the Atlas. Other ballistic 
missiles, like the Army’s 200-mile 
Redstone and 1,500-mile Jupiter; 
and the Air Force’s 1,500-mile 
Thor and the 5,500-mile Titan 
have built-in guidance systems. 

These are self-contained within 
the missile, using a combination 
of gyroscope principle and meters 
that compensate for the accelera- 
tion in flight. 

The Atlas missiles, whose cost 
per unit has been estimated at 
$2,000,000, are expected to be 
combat ready by the end of next 
vear. The Titan is expected to 
be ready about a year later.

Grady Hud- 
dieston claimed they were fired from the 
Veterans Service Department because 
they voted against Gov. Griffin's rural 
roads bill. Two other legislators who 
voted for the proposal were kept on the 
department’s list of employes. 

Whether or not the ousted pair are 
correct in blaming loss of their jobs on the 
way they voted, the fact remains that the 
legal right of any chief executive to put 
legislators on the state payroll gives him 
a powerful weapon with which to influ- 
ence them. 

They are placed in the position of try- 
ing to serve the people who elect them 
and please the governor who hires them. 
At times the dual interests don’t jibe. 

The hard truth is that members of the 
General Assembly have no business be- 
ing on the state payroll in the first place. 
The present law bars them from holding 
state offices during sessions of the Legis- 
lature. If they can be spared from their 
duties for 40 days at a time, surely they 
are not indispensable to the government. 

From time to time efforts are made 
to impose an outright ban on allowing 
lawmakers to accept such positions. But 
they have failed for obvious reasons. 

That leaves it up to whichever gov- 
ernor may be in power to do as he pleases 
in the matter. Politics and patronage be- 
ing as they are, that means those who 
voted “right” can retain their jobs and 
those who didn’t are out. 

Several members of the General As- 
sembly at the recent session, a notable one 
in asserting independence of the legisla- 
tive from the executive branch, made a 
sincere attempt to abolish the practice. 
Again the move failed but at least it 
got off the ground and won more support 
than it had on previous occasions. 

The condition needs correcting once 
and for all with a stern law forbidding 
state employment of legislators. In the ab- 
sence of such a provision, however, the 
public can only hope the next governor 
will have backbone enough to sweep the 
slate clean of lawmaking state employes 
and keep it that way.

Unit System Excesses 
Can Destroy the Goose 


In Fulton County and Atlanta the state 
pays 27 per cent of the school costs, 

But if one gets in an automobile in 
Atlanta and drives for 15 minutes to 
Gwinnett County, one is then in a coun- 
ty which receives about 80 per cent of 
school costs from the state: Now we would 
not wish our good friends in that growing 
and progressive county to have a cent less. 

But obviously a grievous inequity ex- 
ists against Fulton County, Richmond, 
Chatham, Muscogee, Floyd and others 
merely because their votes don’t count for 
much. 

They don’t count for much because of 
the county unit system. 

Mayor Hartsfield developed this the- 
sis Monday in a talk to the Atlanta Ro- 
tary Club. He pointed out that we are 
governed by 159 geographic units, not by 
people. He illustrated the point by noting 
the many counties which keep their taxes 
low because they get all their income from 
the state. 

There no longer is any valid reason 
for the inequities of the unit system 
which makes about eight counties pay 
more than their share of the bills for 
151 others. Certainly there is no single 
reason for not providing more equal rep- 
resentation. We cannot believe that any- 
one who believes in fair play will argue 
there should not be some remedy. 

It amounts to taxation without repre- 
ser.tation. 

And if the supporters of the system 
are unwilling to amend it to apply more 
fairly, they are likely to kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg. The mayor is to 
be commended for his forthright state- 
ment.

Industrial Research Is 


Excellent Investment 


One of the most significant measures 
affecting Georgia’s future economic de- 
velopment at the recent legislative session 
was authorization to spend $100,000 in 
research through Georgia Tech’s Indus- 
trial Development Branch. | 

The program was started in 1956 when 


- the governor authorized $50,000 to get it 


under way. Up to that time there was no 
real coordinated program to provide the 
state and industry with accurate infor- 
mation about our economic potential. 

_ Full credit, of course, must be given 


to such business firms as the utility com- 
panies and banks for their most effective 
industrial research and development pro- 
grams. But the need for even greater ef- 
fort long has been apparent in the chang- 
ing state economic picture. 

In the transition from a row-crop 
economy to an entirely different type of 
agriculture and in the continuing shift in 
population, everything which possibly 
can be done must be done to provide jobs 
and to stop out-migration of people from 
the state. While there is little which ap- 
parently can be done to reverse present 
trends, much can be done to make better 
use of our human and natural resources 
and to prevent their erosion. 


While the amount of funds is small— 
much smaller than needed in relation to 
the job at hand—it is a beginning. Surely 
no one will begrudge spending this and 
more in research which will affect the 
future prosperity and welfare of all our 
citizens.

Let's Work at Cause 
Of City Prison Problem 


The DeKalb County Grand Jury’s 
criticism yesterday of the City of At- 
lanta Prison Farm should rekindle in- 
terest in improving the situation. 

In suggesting a new building and bet- 
ter medical care, the grand jury is headed 
in the right direction. 

However, instead of spending money 
merely to restore prisoners to some sem- 
blance of physical health, why not concen- 
trate upon curing the disease which put 
most of the inmates in their plight? 

The disease is-alcoholism. The major- 
ity of persons assigned to the farm to 
work off a sentence are repeat offenders 
who shuttle in and out of custody with 
regularity. 

Because of them, the annual number 
sent to the farm greatly exceeds the year’s 
total at the Reidsville State Prison. Witha 
limited budget, the city facility operates 
about as well as can be expected under 
the circumstances. 

The eventual answer to the problem 
lies in rehabilitation. A clinic for alco- 
holics should be operated in connection 
with the prison farm, as proposed by 
Municipal Judge James Webb some time 
ago. By returning alcoholics to society 
and cutting vast inroads into the number 
of repeaters, it can prove to be a saving in 
the long run. 

Concentration along that line offers a 
far better solution than a scattergun ap- 
proach which, although better than noth- 
ing, would offer little hope of effecting 
permanent cures to the over-all problem.

This Book Opens 
Heaven and Earth 


Many people seek help from the Bible with- 
out finding it. The Bible is so vast, so complex, 
so great that many become lost and confused sii 
in it like a child wandering through a library not knowing where to 


look or how to choose. The Bible contains hope and comfort, guidance 


and wisdom. 


It does as Cowper said, “gives 
light to every age,” but for many 
the question is, ‘‘Where shall I 
read to find the help I need?” 


Take the problem of sin and 
guilt, for example. There are so

Now Isn’t the Time 
For Summit Talks 


WASHINGTON—Now that President Eisen- 
hower has written another long letter to Bul- 


ganin, Moscow has substituted a smiling for a ; # 
dour ambassador here and Secretary Dulles has said that a meeting 
of foreign ministers is not an essential preliminary to a summit con- 
ference, how do things add up? Will there be a meeting at the summit 
and will it have any fair chance of serving a good purpose? 


Looking at the evidence as care- 
fully as possible, it seems to me 
increasingly clear that the an- 
swers are: 

That the Soviets want to talk 
at the top level but show no will- 
ingness to prepare the ground in 
advance for any successful negoti- 
ation. 

That the Soviets do not expect 
and do not intend to permit a 
summit conference to resolve a 
single issue of substance in the 
whole range of the cold war. 

What is the evidence that the 
Kremlin does not want to nego- 
tiate on any issue of substance 
and would not permit a summit 
meeting to resolve an issue of 
substance? The heart of it is this: 

1. In their exchange of letters 
Eisenhower and Bulganin have 
each advanced about eight differ- 
ent subjects they would like to 
have on a summit agenda. Ejisen- 
hower said he would be glad to 
discuss any of Bulganin’s propos- 
als if he would discuss Eisenhow- 
er’s proposals. 

Reasonable? Not to Bulgan- 
in. His answer was that the 
West must discuss his part of the 
agenda but that as regards the 
issues which the President offered, 
“there must be unanimous agree- 
ment of all the participants as to 
the necessity of considering such 
proposals.”

simply accommodated himself 
and his plans to her wishes. 


There may be some truth in all 

these speculations. The President, 
as all his intimates testify, can 
be a stubborn man, particularly 
about his personal wishes. 
_This tendency to do what he 
likes has come before in recent 
months. When he was criticized 
publicly for having a helicopter 
take him to and from the airport, 
he insisted on having the whirly- 
bird anyway. 

Apparently, much the same 
thing happened this time.

This resulted, according to 
County Atty. Harold Sheats and 
County Manager A. E. Fuller, 
from a Georgia Supreme Court 
ruling on a compensation claim 
filed by a county employe who 
was injured on the job. 

Sheats, in a letter to Fuller, said 
the court “has held squarely that 
Fulton County is subject to the 
provisions of the workmen’s com- 
pensation act.” 

The attorney suggested prepara- 
tion of a list of all employes who 
had been injured on the job in 
order that a study could be made 
to see how they will be affected 
by the change. 

Fuller pointed out that before 
the court ruling, the county com- 
missioners have continued injured 
employes on the payroll at full 
salaries for extended periods. 

Effective Feb. 15, however, em- 
ployes will now be able to receive 
only the pay scale of benefits pro- 


vided in the compensation act for 
various types of injuries.

Rebels Send Conditions 


For Peace to Batista 
Castro Demands Army Pull Out 


Of Oriente Before Any Election

HAVANA, Feb. 25—Fidel Castro, the Cuban rebel | 


leader, has sent to President Batista a proposal for end- 
ing Cuba’s worsening civil war. 


Castro demanded the withdraw- 
al of all government military 
forces from Oriente, the largest, 
richest and most rebellious of 
Cuba’s six provinces. For 15 
months the Cuban army has been 
attempting without success to 
dislodge Castro’s guerrillas from 


the forested peaks of the Sierra | 


Maestra in southwest Oriente. 


SUPERVISED VOTING 


Upon the withdrawal of the gov- 
ernment troops, Castro would 
agree to general elections under 
Batista, provided the elections 


were supervised throughout the 


island by the Organization of 
American States. 

Interviewed last Thursday out- 
side a squalid hut deep in the 
Sierra Maestra, where he was 
resting after a “major battle,”’ 
Castro explained why he wanted 
military control of Oriente as a 
preconditioning .to holding elec- 
tions.

Oriente polls and with foreign 
observers liberally scattered 
through all the provinces Castro 
believes his July 26 movement 
would sweep the elections. 


JUNE 1 ELECTIONS 


The Batista regime has set 
June 1 as the date for presiden- 
tial and congressional elections. 
Castro wants more time for his 
movement and for ‘‘all the other 
opposition parties’ to organize 
their campaigns. He said elec- 
tions would be held within a year, 
possibly in six months.

- Fallacies

In spite of the dramatic de- 
velopment of the science of nu- 
trition in recent years, many 
people still regard as fact food 
fallacies passed on from gen- 
eration to generation. 


True, many beliefs of earlier 
days have given ground to 
scientific thinking. However, 
the American Dietetic Assn. 
warns in their booklet Food 
Facts Talk Back, that many fal- 
lacies which have come to be 
accepted as truths are serious 
“because they encourage poor 
eating habits and deprive the 
believers of adequate onutri- 
tion.”’ 


MISCONCEPTIONS 


To set overweights on the 
right course, one chapter of this 
booklet is aimed at clearing up 
some popular misconceptions 
with regard to overweight and 
reducing. 

Here are a few of the en- 
lighteners: 

Fallacy: Obesity is due en- 
tirely to heredity. 

Fact: Obesity is caused pri- 
marily by overeating. More cal- 
ories are taken into the body 
than are used and, as a result, 
fat is stored. Too many calories 
in the daily family meals may 
be responsible for all of the 
members of a family being 
overweight. While heredity 
may play a part in obesity, 
weight can be controlled by a 
limitation of calories. 


ALL FOODS TURN TO THAT? 


Fallacy: In the experience of 
some people, all foods turn to 
fat. 

BF pp Fat is the body’s way 

of storing excess foods. The 
source of this excess may be 
protein, fat or carbohydrates. 
Fat is formed only when total 
fuel from the sources exceeds 


living. 

Fallacy: Meal-skipping is a 
good way to louse weight. 

Fact: Meal-skipping is a poor 
way to lose weight. It actually 
may increase appetite for the 
next meal or for between-meal 
snacks, which results in in- 
creased food intake. Skipping 
of meals is likely to lead to the 
choice of unbalanced diets.

Cracklings 
And Murder 


A letter from Muv is as good as spring tonic. First she cheers 
you up and then she jerks you up and sets you straight about 
yourself. And then she tapers off with news of her neighbors 
and comments, sometimes tart, sometimes tender, on her kin- 
folks and the people around her. I always feel that I’ve had at 
least a little visit with her in her own home, which is quite a 
feat because her letters, addressed in her slanty blue writing, 
usually come to me in the middle of a working day at the office. 


The one today is an example. Some months ago when I 
learned that a murder mystery I had been fooling around with 
had been bought by a publisher I wrote Muv jubilantly. She 
said that was nice. When they sent me a copy of the jacket, 
which is going to be on the book, I gave it to Muv as one of her 
Christmas presents. She said it certainly was gruesome. I 
read her a chapter of the manuscript and she said it seemed all 
right to her, at least not any worse than “they’re publishing 
these days.” 


The other day I told her that a British publisher and the 
Detective Book club had taken reprint rights to my little murder. 
Wasn't that marvelous and exciting? Didn’t that put me in a 
class with other published-in-England authors like William 
Shakespeare for instance? 


Muv was shocked. “I don’t understand what you're talking 
about,”” she said severely. “You and William Shakespeare may 
both write about murder and be published in England but there 
the similarity ends. However, if it’s good news, you know I’m 
glad. I hope it will mean money for you and that you will write 
another one right away. Now you asked for my recipe for 
crackling bread. " 


And then she gave it to me in her best pinch-of-this-dash-of- 
that way. You have to be very careful in your selection of the 
cracklings. (She recommended a certain stall at the Municipal 
Market.) Don’t let them palm off on you cracklings that are full 
of skins. She hoped I would also be careful in my choice of meal. 
Water ground meal is the only kind and if I spend my money on 
one of those mixes I’m no daughter of hers—I know that without 
her saying it in so many words. 


“If you get a pound of cracklings stir in the meal dry until 
you have cracklings covered good,’’ she wrote. “Use salt and 
make it rather soupy for a hoe cake in a hot skillet on top of the 
stove. Don’t make it very thick. Turn with a plate.” 

Then she gave me an alternative recipe—the one for a thick 
loaf made in the oven—but she knows that’s not the one I mean. 
A lot of people make crackling bread that way and it can’t hold 
a candle to Muv’s hoe cake kind. In the middle of reading it I 
realized that my interest in cooking, sewing, painting, papering 
or any of the domestic arts is of far more pleasure and satis- 
faction to Muv than anything I might write. Unless, of course, 
I really were in a class with Mr. Shakespeare. If my murder were 
a little thing called ‘‘Macbeth’’ or maybe “Hamlet” she’d be the 
first to concede that it was an important creative effort. 

Meanwhile, just writing . . . that’s nothing. Everybody writes 
these days. But how many people do you know who can make a 
credible pan of crackling bread? 


I read on and absorbed the rest of the news. A lot of people 
have flue. They served dessert and coffee after the World Day 
of Prayer service at the church the other night and her pie crust 
really turned out pretty well. Some of the Yankee visitors from 
the subdivision down the road asked for the recipe. The weather 
has been something but she’s able to get to the yard work now. 
That heater she bought for the dining room has been a blessing... . 


She closed with a report that her health was fine and mes- 
sages of love to each of the children and I folded the slanty blue 
writing and tucked it in my purse. Whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth and whom Muv loveth she gives straight talk—and 
crackling bread recipes. 
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Daily Guide—Plenty of talk 
today, some of it not getting 
anywhere, so guard against 
being too distracted by the gen- 
eral activity. If you have little 
errands to be done or details of 


paper work to clear up, this is 
an excellent time. Discuss mat- 
ters before makmg decisions; be 
sure you are right before you 
go ahead.

INTERVIEWS RARE 


Mrs. Dulles, who has accom- 
vanied her husband on almost 
all his major official travels 
through 45 years of marriage, 
rarely permits an _ interview. 
But she made an exception on 
the occasion of her husband’s 
70th birthday. 

Wearing a simple black dress, 
she sat in a yellow chair in a 
sunroom of her sprawling 10- 
room stone home, smoked ciga- 
rettes one after another, and an- 
swered questions, in a low 
voice. 

‘He feels wonderful,”” she said 
of her husband, who a little 
more than a year ago under- 
went an operation for removal 
of an intestinal cancer. 


“] FEEL FINE” 


Dulles himself confirmed his 
wife’s report when he popped 
in later while taking a brief 
break from work in his nearby 
study 

“IT feel fine,”” he said buoyant- 
ly. And as Peppi (‘their black 
poodie) bounced up to greet 
him, the secretary picked up a 
toy ard vigorously tossed it the 
length of the living room. He 
watched smiling.:y as the dog 
retrieved it. 

He said it was hard to 
realize he was 70. 

Then, departing, he laughing- 
ly teok cognizance of the inter- 
view, commenting: “I hope 
she’s saying nice things about 
me.” 

Mrs. Dulles was. ‘“‘We’ve had 
lots of fun,” she said of the 
years full of personal and na- 
tional crises in which she 
raised a family of two boys and 
a girl and watched her husband 
step up from the role of inter- 
national lawyer to. top interna- 
tional diplomat. 


LITTLE TIME 


Now, amid obligations of of- 
fice she shares with her hus- 
bard, there is little time for her 
family, which includes eight 
grandchildren. 

Dulles, born in Washington, 
Feb. 25, 1888, confirmed his 
wife’s analysis that he works all 
the time by being so busy on his 
birthday that he couldn’t make 
a family dinner planned for the 
occasion by his brother, Allen 
W. Dulles, head of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

Criticism, said Mrs. Dulles, 
is something you get hardened 
to. “I don’t bother to read 
them,” she said of the critics, 
adding that Dulles doesn’t read 
them either. 

‘People don’t know what they 
are criticizing,” she ventured, 
and besides, her husband “‘knows 
more than they do.”

Whitten (D-Miss), floor 
manager of the bill, called the 
entire soil bank program ‘“‘un- 
sound, and in the jong run is go- 
ing to do more damage than 
good.”’ 

But he urged the House to adopt 
the higher level of payments to 
keep faith with farmers who 
signed up to participate in the 
soil bank, but who were frozen 
out when the 500 million dollars 
was exhausted.

If it fails to bring 
relief, tests must be run to de- 
termine the causative organism 
and the drug that will be success- 
ful 

It may be necessary to dilate 
the urethra or apply an anti- 
septic or cauterize the infected 
areas. 

Cystitis in men can be traced 
as a rule to infection of the pros- 
tate or an obstruction of the 
bladder due to adhesions. Infec- 
tion is easy to control with the 
wonder drugs, but for lasting re- 


needed to correct the cause. 
Sometimes bacteria descend 
from the kidneys but other signs 
of renal disease exist, such as 
back pain, generalized aching, 
and fever. The invading bac- 
teria may reach the bladder 
from a distant source through 
the blood stream.

Current efforts to make more money available to farmers dis- 
gruntled by the mishandling of Soil Bank payments this year 
clearly demonstrate that farmers like to be paid for not raising 
crops—for not having to risk work and investment against unpre- 


dictable weather conditions and prices. | 


The trouble is, their neighbors—farm supply dealers, dry 
goods merchants, druggists, grocers, ginners, processors, field 


hands and many others—can’'t get paid for selling or doing nothing. 
These rural dependents were rugged enough to pull through 


occasional years of drought, flood or 


couldn’t make his crop. : 
They could always hope that “next year would be good 
enough to make up for the loss. 
But the Soil Bank is annual. 
And this year, like last, there is no hope that normal amounts 
of money will circulate through all the trade channels from the 
time of spring planting till after the fall harvest. 
True, many field crops will still bring cash income, and the 


proportion from livestock will continue to grow. 

But because of the Soil Bank, millions of dollars are taken 
out of circulation each year—an estimated three to five dollars 
out for each dollar paid under this program. 

In 1957, the Soil Bank thus cost Georgia’s economy between 
$60,000,000 and $100,000,000. It will pick the pockets of farm-de- 
pendent businesses and individuals for at least that much again 
this year—even more if Congress boosts the $20,500,000 already 
earmarked for 1958 acreage reserve payments in Georgia. 


Yet neither Congress nor the President nor anyone else has 
proposed or done anything to compensate or help in any other 
way the many suffering economic loss because of the Soil Bank— 
a program no less disastrous to rural economic life than drought 
and other emergencies beyond man’s control.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (#—Fi- 
nancier Leopold D. Silberstein, 
veteran of many a corporate 
proxy battle, stepped down today 
as chairman of Penn-Texas Corp. 
in a move to avert a proxy fight 
against his own regime. He also 
quit as head of the key executive 
committee. 


The two moves were intended to 
placate a group of insurgent 
stockholders who sought to topple 
the German-born financial wizard 
from the Penn-Texas throne.

A spokesman for the insurgents 
said Silberstein’s resignation from 
the two other posts forestalled a 
proxy fight. The proxy war 
against his management was de- 
clared last week by three minority 
directors. 

The developing battle and the 
chairman’s resignation came after 
the sprawling Penn-Texas empire, 
hastily erected by Silberstein 
during the past six years, had 


started to decline in size. 
Until last year Penn-Texas 
controlled 11 companies. Five 


have since been sold.

General Electric Co. radios, irons, toasters and other small home 
appliances at any prices they please. 


W. H. Sahloff, vice president in 
charge of the housewares and ra- 
dio receiver division, confirmed 
trade reports today that “fair 
trade’ on these products had been 
abandoned. Under ‘“‘fair trade,”’ 
manufacturers fix minimum legal 
store prices on their branded 
products in states that have laws 
enforcing the practice. 

GE has been one of the princi- 
pal proponents, if not the fore- 
most one, of “fair trade’’ for the 
last five years. The company has 
spent about $1,000,000 a year for 
the past two years to enforce its 
minimum prices. 

Sahloff declined to go into de- 
tail on the reasons for abandoning 
“fair trade.” He did say, how- 
_ever, that he believed it was no 
longer enforceable legally.
